Why Th's Province Has Not Free- 
ly Participated in Canada's 
Growing Time. 



During tie sessions of the tariff corn- 
niJsslon at Itossland, Smith Curtis address- 
ed to that body the following o]>en letter: 

Rossland. B. ('., Sept. 18, 1005. 
Hon. W. 8. Fielding, Hon. Wm. Pnterson, 
an<l Hon. L. P. Itrodeur, Tariff Com- 
missioner. 

Sirs — I beg Lo draw your attention to 
what I beMeve to be by far the greatest 
grievance of British Columbia under the 
present tarllT, but one which can be rem- 
edied under the coming revision of the 
tariff. 

The irrlevuuec Is thin: 

The value of the Imports Into the rest 
of Camilla for tin- llsetil year ending 3t»th 
June, l!K>t. was $2.'i*J,U-l7.Slt5, and tlie duty 
paid thereon, §:(8,229,l«7; the duty paid be 
in« not quite Hi per cent, of tlie value of 
the imports. In the name period the value 
of the Imports Into British Columbia was 
SI I, NIC, .727, nii-I tlie duty paid thereon. 
$2, 724,412, tin- duty paid being over 23 
per cent, of tin- value of the Imports- In 
other worths, Hrltlsh Columbia la paying 
an average of over 45 per cent, more in 
duties on all tin" -..oils Imported Into this 
province than the real of Canada pays on 
its I imports. This question should not and 
must not be disposed of by savin;; It ean- 
not be heliied. Were Itritish Columbia 
paying (il per eent. in duties, or four times 
n« much as the rest of Canada, would 
anyone say the matter was to be Ignored? 
No. And there Is no good reason why the 
causes of the present large discrimination 
should not be looked into and remedied, 
especially as British Columbia Is a new 
province, -and therefore, though rich be- 
yond estimate In natural resources, poor 
in flnnnees, without which It cannot be de- 
veloped, anil so every dollar fairly saved 
to our residents means so much more to 
the exploitation of these natural resources. 
It will in tile end pay the Canadian treas- 
ury to nurse rather than to milk British 
Columbia at this stage of her development. 

The discrimination complained of clearly 
arises from two causes. 

1. The average rale of duty Imposed on 
goods most largely consumed in Itritish 
Columbia is much higher than en the 
goods most largely used In the rest of 
Canada. The average duty on dutiable 
goods In the rest of Canada Is less than 
27 per cent.; In British Columhla It Is al- 
most :t:i per cent., or one-fourth greater. 

2. The free list Is framed entirely for 
the benefit of Eastern Canada, and Itrltlsh 
Columbia is Ignored or overlooked. With- 
out cabinet re>prc«cntutlon with portfolio, 
to which this province Is surely entitled, 
there has been no one. where tariff 
changes are really decided on. to show 
cause on our behalf. I hop!' this will not 
long continue.

tell the real story. If. although paying a 
greater percentage of duty, we had the 
benefit of having a greater proportion of

Owing to the rapid development of 
the Northwest, and the possibilities of 
the grain fields — It' we accept the esti- 
mates of either Professor Saunders at 
812,000,000 bushels, or of the deputy 
minister of agriculture of Manitoba, at 
over 1,000,000,000 bushels — the question 
of adequate transportation does not 
yet seem to be fully solved. We have 
already provided a canal system cost- 
ing over $107,000,000, and to this we 
must add the proposed Trent Valley 
canal, and three transcontinental rail- 
ways. In conjunction with the Greal 
Lakes and the Canada Atlantic. What 
the total cost of all these will he, as 
applied to the special transportation 
requirements of the West, it would 
be dlltlcult to state without a very 
careful analysis of the figures, but it 
will ii"t be less than $350,000,000, a 
sum representing $G0 per head of our 
present population. That Canada has 
been able to assume the cost of such 
vast undertakings, and still he in a 
financially buoyant position, is a re- 
markable tribute to her resources, and 
to the capabilities of her people in 
constructive statesmanship. 

There are still .several other projects 
in view to complete the requirements 
of prospective trailic originating in tin; 
West. These are: The Hudson Bay 
railway, the Ottawa River ship canal 
route, and two canals across the 
isthmus lying between Georgian Pay 
and Pake Ontario, and it is stated 
that all of them will eventually be 
fully utilized. Dr. Saunders estimates 
that of her grain products Canada will 
be able to supply her home demands, 
furnish Great Britain with till the 
wheat Hour she requires, and still have 
a surplus to send to other countries. 
In considering the disposition of 812,- 
000,000 bushels to be raised in the 
Northwest, he Includes the require- 
ments of 30,000,000 of a home popula- 
tion. This may be too optimistic, but 
it is at. least a possibility. Past year 
'the C. P. R„ fully taxing its traffic 
facilities, carried 60,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, so thai we can realize what 
will be necessary to carry ten times 
that quantity. It is evident, there- 
fore, thai our transportation problems 
are not yet wholly solved, and that 
tlie demands upon the government in 
connection with its railway and canul 
systems have not yet ceased by any 
means. 

These observations have been sug- 
gested by a pamphlet received entitled 
"The Canadian isthmus and the Broad, 
Deep Waterway," We do id know 
tlie author, but it evidently comes from 
an engineering source, and it discusses 
from an expert point of view <nie of 
the Important projects to which we 
hav.- had reference, \ iz., , 



will liave only one or two lifts— not 
loelcs — with "ivlilch to overcome 335 
feet variation, of level; while the east- 
ern, or Slraooe route, must have three 
lifts, with. 51)7 feet variation of level. 
By either route the entire distance 
can Vie traversed in less than five days, 
and 31 Is stated that the rate of freight 
from Thunder Bay to Montreal should 
not be more than 50 cents per ton. 
The largest ships now in use, it Is 
claimed, could he used, and a great 
saving of expense effected, as com- 
pared with the Buffalo route, equiva- 
lent to $3,000 on a 7,000 tons cargo. 
The Siriieoe route could be completed 
ready for traffic live years after com- 
mencement, and could handle 20,000,000 
bushels in a single season, and when 
both were completed they could handle 
00.000,000 tons .annually. In brief, the 
writer claims that "the saving In cost 
by this method, as compared with any 
heretofore proposed, will be about 
$,'10,000,000, and the distance between 
Pake Simcoe nnd the St. Lawrence will 
be 30 miles less than by any other 
route from Pake Huron, the total sav- 
ing in distance being fully 300 miles." 
The foregoing details are given out of 
many to Illustrate the advantages 
claimed for these projects, which will 
undoubtedly come prominently to the 
front for consideration by the people 
of Canada. As has been pointed opt. 
the development of the Western wheat 
fields has created new problems of 
transportation, and U is not improb- 
able that all the proposed routes 
which have been considered, as well 
as existing facilities, v. ili ultimately be 
fully employed In conveying the annual 
grain crop from the West to the Etust, 
and in these possibilities we have re- 
flected to some extent the great future 
In store for Canada, nnd an exemplifi- 
cation of the wisdom and statesman- 
ship exhibited when it was decided to 
acquire and open up by railways the 
country between the Great Lakes and 
the Pacific Oceaji.

Were 
Homer's "llllad." or Vergil's "Eueid," 
or Kante's '•Inferno," or Milton's "Pnr- 
ndise Lost." or Bailey's "Festus," writ 
fresh lodn.v they would find so small n 
constituency of appreciative readers ns 
t.> make their publication unprofitable. 
The rending public is too matter-of-fact 
to revel in the supernatural, the mythi- 
cal, the impossible, the unreal, when 
suised in the elaborate literary cloakiug 
of the classics. They will rend a short 
article on Shakespeare, written in a 
clever magazine style, or upon his his- 
torical environments, well illustrated, 
when tliev would not read a line of 
Shakespeare's own creations, much in 
the sumo way as they prefer n short 
store ti, a three volume novel by Thack- 
eray, or George Eliot, or Mrs. Humph- 
rey Ward, In a carnival of literature 
onr appetite lias become jaded.

Rob- 
erts' poetry, though it follows many 
standards as set by Keats, and Brown- 
ing, nnd Shelly, and Tennyson, and 
Swinburne, nnd Wordsworth, and even 
Kipling, and follows them all success- 
fully in original moods of thought, has 
never struck the popular faucy. It is 
all beautiful, it is all musical and all 
conventionally excellent in quality; but 
as exercising an "influence on his times" 
it cannot lie said to have done so. Rob- 
erts is belter appreciated by the critic 
and the savant than the publii — and it 
is the public who establish the poet's 
rank nine times out of ten. Roberts is 
scholarly and polished, whose writings 
demonstrate that lie has drunken deep 
from the wells of poesy, bill he lacks the 
something that marks him mil nmi gives 
him the rank of a national pool; it 
strikes no national chords and obtains 
no profound responses from his readers. 
In fact, the author who reviews his 
works appropriately describes his weak- 
nesses when lie says: "Roberts, like some 
oi hers of our contemporary writers, 
needs a sterner literary conscience and 
more respect for the public.

CANADA AND THE WEST INDIES. 

The New York Tribune, In a well- 
considered article, discusses the prob- 
abilities of the federation of the West 
Indies with the Dominion of Canada. 
It admits that there is a growing sen- 
timent In the former hi favor of the 
proposal and that in the Maritime 
Provinces the sentiment is strongly 
reciprocated. Despite some Improve- 
ments in recent years, the Islands 
have mot been as prosperous as they 
formerly were. They are, therefore, 
looking to federation with Canada as 
i heir most promising means of salva- 
tion. There are, Ihe Tribune says, 
some strong arguments in favor of 
such a measure; hut there are also, 
it contends, some serious obstacles In 

j iis way. The chief of these are poli- 
tical. The West Indies are Crown 

j colonies, and lie- Dominion of Canada 
Is self-governing. Obviously, It thinks, 

! for the purposes of federation there 
should be unification of systems; but 
in that case, either one uf i wo things 
would be necessary: To restrict the 
suffrage to the while race, or place 
the black's on an equality with the 
whites. Either course, Ihe Tribune 
thinks, would be open to serious objec- 
tions. In brief, the election of the 
Islands Into a self-govern lug federa- 
tion and iis a xatlon to Canada 

would saddle upon the latter n serious 
nice problem, similar to that which 
exists In the Southern States. What 
in the Tribune seems to In- more prac- 
ticable would he ihe federation of tlie 
West Indies on their own account, and 
then that the federation should enter 
into reciprocal trade relations with tin' 
Dominion. There is sufficient hoino- 
genetty among the people and condi- 
tions of the Islands to make federation 
feasible, tend mutually advantageous. 
As to the attitude of the United 
States, It is stated as follows: "Ho 
far us this country Is concerned. It 
probably does not greatly matter what 
course Is pursued. The United States 
will doubtless remain on the friend- 
liest of term? with Its British neigh- 
bors, both at the north and nt the 
south; but, while it cannot be ex- 
pected to modify Its own fiscal system 
for their benefit, It would, em selllsh 
as well as on generous grounds, wel- 
come whatever added to their pros- 
perity."

A Fine Success 

Good Weather a Large Crowd of 
Visitors and Excellent 
Exhibits. 



Showing of Stock Excites Ad 
• miration and Commendation 
of \he Judges. 



The annual exhibition of the Cowlchan 
Agricultural Society was held yesterday 
on the society's grounds at Duncan, In 
splendid weather, und all conditions eorn- 
toined to make the function one of signal 
success. The exhibits generally wore of n 
hljjh order of merit; the attendance was 
large and considerably In excess of last 
year; tlie music was good In quality and 
quantity; and last, but not least, the turn- 
out of well dressed women and smart 
businesslike looking sportsmen was con- 
spicuously large— large enough. In fact, to 
elicit from o distinguished stranger pres- 
ent the remark that what most surprised 
him was to find in the heart of Vancouver 
Island a spot so wholly and unmistakably 
English, which could produce more beauti- 
ful women In proportion than any other 
place In Canada. Pretty women certainly 
abounded, froeked and coated In all that Is 
most correct in fashion and taste, pleased 
with themselves and, incidentally, with all 
the world besides, and all went merry as 
—anything but the much maltreated mar- 
riage bell.

LATE MR. ALFRED WATER HOUSE. 

London Times. 

I By the , loath of Mr. Alfred Water- 
honse (at bis Berkshire residence on 
Tuesday, after a long illness, and in his 
seventy-sixth year), there passes away 
one of the most amiable of men and one 
of the most productive of architects. 
Probnbly no Englishman of our time bus 
Ibttill so many i in porta nl secular build- 
ings — he seldom touched church archi- 
tecture- or lius left li.s mark so con- 
spicuously in so many centres of the 
national life. Manchester owes to him 
the Assize Courts and tho Town Hall. 
Oxford nml Cambridge, several groups 
of college buildings; London, the Nation- 
al Liberal Club, the Prudential olllees 
in Holborn, and, not to speak of other 
edifices, the vast new Natural History 
Museum, though in this ease lie had to 
adapt the plans of nnothor man, not n 
professional architect, who had died be- 
fore the work was actually begun.

TELEPHONES UNDER THE STATE. 

Compared with the great Continental 
States, British telephony is well to the 
fore. Our nearest neighbor — France — 
where the telephone bus been a state 
monopoly for some sixteen years, has, 
we learn from Engineering, less than 
half the number of telephones that we 
have, and tlie service there is renown- 
ed for its lack of efficiency. It is open 
to question whether, If the telephone 
had been always a state monopoly In 
this country, we should have been 
much better off in our telephone ser- 
vice than the French are. Under gov- 
ernment control the development of the 
telephone is largely neglected because 
the principal interest of the oflieials 
is In the telegraph, which was a well- 
established service long before the tele- 
phone began to talk. Something of the 
same spirit has animated the attitude 
of our own government otliclals to- 
ward the telephone. A large part of 
the lay press regard the present tele- 
phone agreement as a cure for all tele- 
phonic evils, because It means eventu- 
ally a state-controlled telephone ser- 
vice. We are not so sure that state 
control necessarily guarantees cheap- 
ness and efficiency, it certainly does 
not guarantee commercial manage- 
ment and self-supporting finance, as 
the annual post office report amply 
proves. The telegraph and telephone 
department of the post office Is oper- 
ated at present at a large annual loss, 
and the loss is Increasing year by year. 
Apparently no branch of the telegraph 
department of the post office really 
pays its- way: ami if comparison be 
made with commercial conditions, the 
annual deficiencies reaches figures that 
are truly startling.

Hassell revealed plenty of talent as 
a director, and he obtains t lie effect he 
wishes without any fussiness of affecta- 
tion of motion or gesture." 

The visit of this great band in Victoria 
drill hall on Monday and Tuesday even- 
ings comes somewhat as an unexpected 
delight. The hand, .is everyone knows, 
was specially engaged by the manage- 
ment of the Dominion Fair as the star 
attraction of the Royal City's nniiunl 
jubilation. They come West somewhat 
earlier than the fair, however, and thus 
the Fifth Regiment band was enabled 
secure them for the two concerts here on 
the 25th and 2Cth— no doubt somewhat 
to the disgust of the New Westminster 
folk.

Ben Hur Is to be played at the Grand 
Theatre In Seattle shortly under the 
direction of Mr. Cort. This play is per- 
haps one of the most noteworthy In 
existence from the point of view of the 
stage mechanic. Ben Hur, of course, 
would be like Hamlet without the 
Prince of Denmark if the chariot race 
were omitted. Machinery has been 
procured at immense cost to enact this 
race. Each horse has a machine of 
his own. Those machines, or tread- 
mills, are 27 inches wide, four of them 
are bolted together Into a set. these 
sets are placed on rails, and move for- 
ward or backwards nt the will of the 
operator, carrying with them both 
horses and chariots. The machines, or 
treads, are of intricate mechanism and 
are adjusted by means of springs and 
other mechanical contrivances to the 
exact speed of the horse operating 
them. A horse can walk, trot, gallop or 
run, just as he pleases and exactly the 
same as be would do on the road. The 
treads, upon which the horses are run, 
are 27 Inches wide and S inches high. 
Each tread contains 225 ball bearing 
wheels. As these wheels are made to 
order and cost $2.2fi each, an Idea of 
the expense attached to the manufac- 
ture of these machines can be easily 
understood. The tread Itself, or the 



I floor upon which tlie horse runs, Is 
made of hickory slats, each slat two 
inches wide. These slats are covered 
I with a combination of rubber and can- 
I vas. At the back of the stage Is the 
j panorama, the largest one ever built, 
i It Is 43 feet between cylinders, and 
1 contains 3G.OO0 square yards or canvas. 

Tills panorama, by the way, Is one of 
l the most interesting features of the 
spectacle, as It caused more trouble 
I to the inventor of the scone than any- 
thing else connected with it. It was 
. found that tlie weight of the canvas 
i was so great that it would not stick 
to the cylinders without a ' support 
I from the top, and then the groove was 
Invented. This groove la 43 feet long 
i and is in reality a double groove. It 
I contains a track on which ball-bearing 
1 carriers travel at the rate of five hun- 
dred revolutions per minute during 
I the race scene. These carriers hold 
[up the enormous spread of canvas used 
in the scene and which really makes 
the illusion of the race. The panorama 
moves In an opposite direction from 
the horse::. Two ten horse-power 
electric motors are used to move the 
horse machines and the panorama, 
while six one-quarter horse-pow 
electric motors are installed In the 
machines to operate the dust blowing 
devices, and to blow out the .skirts of 
the drivers.

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KEEMUN TAKES SALMON. 

Will Sail From Vancouver Today — 
New Blue Funnel Steamer. 

The steamer Keemnn of the ('hina 
.Mutual line, which will sail from Van- 
couver today for Liverpool via pons of 
the far east, is taking a large amount of 
salmon, about 150,0<X) cases in u!l. She 
loaded a large amount at this pori and 
Vancouver when on her inward trip and 
has now added 90,000 cases. Tho si earn- 
er has a largo cargo of general merch- 
andise also. The steamer Mncliaou, 
which lauded the greater purl of her in- 
ward freight at this port, is now dis- 
charging the balance on the Sound. Chief 
Officer Taylor of the Machaon stated in 
an interview that the blue funnel lino, 
whicli now operates over forty steamers, 
was building live' vessels, one of why-h 
would l.e larger than the Hill 1'u.crs 
Minnesota and Dakota. "Trade with 
British Columbia, I'uget Sound nnd tho 
Orient." said Mr. Taylor, "is growing so 
rapidly that the company has derided to 
nhico the new steamers on this run. This 
new steamer, which will have a di.-placc- 
menl of more than 33,000 tous, is ime-of 
five vessels which are being buill hy the 
Blue Funnel line. The other four will 
not be us large as this one. hut they will 
all be far larger than the usual Oriental 
freighters. They arc being buill in 
(rlasgow and London, and 1 think thai 
some of them will be launched next vear. 

The Ma. -hi is considered a large 

steamer and lias a displacement of Ul.- 
tttltl tops, but eon, pared with the now 
steamer she will look tike a tugboat, All 
our new vessels are being built "ti the 
cantilever plan, which is acknowledged 
bv marine experts to be the strongest 
and most convertii til method of -hip 
building. Ships built on the cnntilover 
principle ean In- loaded almost twice as 
rapidly as those buill wiih (lie interior 
stanchions." 

The stenmer Calchns, of this line, 
which sailed from London on September 
2nd. is nut coming to Victoria —she will 
not come beyond Yokohama.

HAD NARROW ESCAPES. 

Bark Diamond Head, from Teller, 
Alaska, bad two narrow escapes from 
being wrecked in northern waters. She 
had on board a milling outfit, including 
50 tons of dynamite. She was caught 
in a gaie on July Id and driven shore- 
ward, the mate bringing 1 the vessel 
up just In lime to avoid having her 
(lushed to kindling wood on Fairway 
rock, four miles westward of Cape 
Prince of Wales, in Hehring Strait. 
The thick and stormy weather con- 
tinued, and on July 14 the bark was ill 
tho breakers, well ashore. By sound- 
ing It was learned that, bad the Dia- 
mond Head proceeded a few yards fur- 
ther before casting her anchors she 
would have piled up on the beach. 
This occurred not far from the rest- 
ing place of the bark Oakland and the 
ship Shirley, the ribs of these vessels 
sticking out of the sand near Fort 
Spencer as n warning to mariners. 

At tin' lime the vessel anchored, the 
crew, according to Male Brown, made 
a dash for th" main hatch, under 
which the dynamite was stowed, to 
throw the explosive overboard. Brown 
knew that the dangerous stuff would 
probably strike bottom close to the 
vessel's side, and says be was forced 
to hold the men in check at the point 
of a revolver. The Diamond Head bad 
a pleasant passage down.

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This play took placa in a Qolorado 
camp some twenty years ogo — in those 
brave days when we drank ditch water 
and ate turnips in the rough, 

We did not know that disease and 
death lurked in the turnip tops and 
swam In the rills. "Wo only knew rills 
leaped crystal clear from the' heart of the 
Eockies, sang down the mountain side, 
laughed along the foothills, gurgled in 
the gutters, fluttered through the Humc- 
at street crossings, (lowed by the door of 
every house In the town, and that the 
dese'-t drank the residue — the adob 
desert that lay below the limits of tin 
metalliferous municipality. It was 1.5'.) 
p.m. and Saturday. The superintendent 
and I stood in the shadow of a cotton 
•wood that grew beside the aforesaid 
street rill, listening to the purring of an 
air pump in the engine-house, not far 
away. 

Alio.it a minute after midnight a

B. Hanna, and young Macken- 
zie, the beardless treasurer of the com- 
pany. It. J. Mackenzie, the eldest oon, 
bus his headquarters at Winnipeg, and 
overlooks the building. In this im- 
portant work he l'j ably assisted by M. 
H, McLeod, the chief engineer, whose 
wise location of the line has been worth 
million:! to the company. 

It is a significant fact that all the 
recently located lines swing to the 
north on their way to the West. To 
be sure this was not without a thor- 
ough knowledge of the country;. It 
has made good. Rosthern, fifteen i dles 
north of Hie Canadian Pacific, seventy 
miles north of the proposed Grand 
Trunk Pacific, and thirty miles north 
of the Canadian Northern main line, is 
one of the largest individual wheat 
shippers In the Canadian West. I found 
a farm at Carrot river that bad been 
cropped twenty-two years without a 
single failure. 

What makes this reasonably safe 
country doubly sure is the fact that 
it is bound ultimately to be mixed 
farming country. There are no failures 
where the farmers mix things. Anoth- 
er valuable asset of the railway com- 
pany is the town sites. Of course, the 
railway that builds a town has n per- 
fect right to acquire what land is 
needed while land is cheap, and they 
usuallj take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity before they grade the sidings. 
Failing, they can depend upon being 
help up by the lucky land lowners who

Port Arthur by water, It will be possi- 
ble to establish a thorough connection 
from Edmonton, in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, and other Manitoba points, 
with Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal and 
Quebec. 

Further east the same Interests own 
the Halifax & Southwestern railway, 
which will give to the south shore of 
Nova Scotia a line extending from Hal- 
ifax In the east to Yarmouth in the 
west. At present the line Is compln'._>d 
and In operation between Halifax and 
Liverpool. A cross country line is also 
being operated from Bridgewater to 
Mlddleton, where the line at present 
connects with the Dominion Atlantic 
railway.

and the West Indies that have arrived 
at New York within the last fortnight 
report that they encountered an un- 
usual resistance from the Gulf stream 
several hundred miles from that port. 
The obstructive force was enough to re- 
duce the distance covered daily during 
the latter part of their •voyages ly from 
25 to 40 miles. There are numerous pre- 
cedents for such an experience. There 
are variations in both the strength ami 
the direction nf the ocean currents in 
question. 

From Key West up as far as Cape 
the veiocitiy of the Gulf 
mi ranges from one and a half To 
two knots an hour: and to the north- 
eastward of the latter point the speed 
dwindles away gradually. The stratum 
of moving water widens and becomes 
shallower, so that when the meridian of 
longitude that runs through Halifax is 
reached there is ordinarily only a mere 
drill. Oeeaiiographers insist that from 
this neighborhood eastward there i-- no 
longer a well defined current. Such is 
doubtless the geiiornl rule; lull observa- 
tion shows that the rule is not invari- 
able, Occasionally an actual gain in 
force is noied. besides which there i-- 
now and then an apparent gain, resulting 
from a change of course.

Actually, liowev* 
meteorology shows that the south wr 
winds "1 Europe, bringing moisture from 
the ocean, are not affected appreciably 
by the Gulf stream. This layer of moist 
southwest wind simply contains more 
latent heat than the same quantity of 
dry air at the same temperature. An- 
other popular notion is that the fog 
banks of Newfoundland are caused by 
the triil'f stream. Where tiie western 
edjve of the stream intermingles with the 
Labrador drift, fogs are formed, but the 
fogs which 1. other navigators in the 

North Atlantic are due to the How of

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The London Times publishes from Its 
Tokio correspondent a most Interest- 
ing account of the great battle o£ the 
Sea of Japan, from which the follow- 
ing extracts are taken : 

The Rival Fleets. 
Neither the Russian nor Japanese 
squadrons that were approaching each 
other early In the month of May, to 
light one of the most momentous bat- 
tles hi the world's history, possessed 
such a preponderance of strength as 
to render the issue at all certain. Rus- 
sia had fourteen lighting ships against 
Japan's twelve. There were also on 
either. side a number of protected cruis- 
ers—six Russian and sixteen Japanese 
— but such vessels serve mainly as the 
eves and ears of the fleet. 

Tho Value of Speed. 
Numerically the Japanese were the 
stronger in armament, but in the heav- 
iest classes of ordnance— 9-ln.. 10-in., 
and 12-in., the Russians had an enor- 
mous advantage, their cannon ninuer- 
Ing 45 against the Japanese 17. Hail u 
beln possible, for Rojestvensky to 
choose his own distance and maintain 
It he would certainly have fought a. 
lotn range throughout, thus benefiting 
to The full by his heavy metal. Such 
in tact, was the programme anticipated 
by many of his countrymen in Russia. 
But in order that a .^uadron may 
choose Us own rang, I must be able 
to manoeuvre at a higher speed . .. , 
the enemy, which is precisely what I 
Rojestvensky could not do C°n si de.- 
ed witli regard to speed, his licet fell 
Into three divisions.

The Cruiser Fight. 
Meanwhile, a battle of protected 
cruisers had been vigorously pr 
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scale. Six -squadrons of destroyers and 
as many torpedo boats took part In It. 
Togo's plan had been to hold the en- 
emy's vessels in the southern part of 
the Japan Sea, shatter their secondary 
armament, and then launch against 
them a cloud of torpedo craft, which 
they would be more or less incompetent 
to resist. The climatic conditions were 
unfavorable, but, says the Times cor- 
respondent, If the torpedo can never be 
deadly except In a kniUpond it must 
take rank as an Ineffective weapon. 
The results of the attack were that two 
battleships— the Sissoi Vellky and Na- 
varln — and two armored cruisers — the 
Nakhimoff and the Vladimir Mon- 
omakh — received their coups do grace, 
wliile three of the torpedo boats were 
sunk, and the casualties through all the 
assaulting squadrons were 21 killed 
and Uj wounded. 

Such a record must do much to re 
habilitate the reputation of the torpedo 
though, In view of the number of craft 
employed, and the probably demoral- 
ised condition of the Russians, even 
more signal achievements might per- 
haps have been expected. It Is, never- 
theless, the opinion of Japanese experts 
that had the sea been calm scarcely 
any of the Russian ships would have 
escaped, and that the indirect effects 
of the onset must be included In the 
account — namely, the dispersion of the 
er.omy's ships, and their consequent 
annihilation piecemeal on the follow- 
ing day, Staling the results of the 
battle's three phases, these experts 
give 30 per cent, to the 27th, L'n per 
cent to the torpedo attack, and 40 per 
cent, to the pursuit on the 28th, 10 per 
cent representing the vessels that es- 
caped. 

Certainly the disruptive effects of the 
torpedo attack became very visible on 
the 28th. The Russian fleet, or such 
part of it as remained above water, had 
. 'easel to be an organized entity, and 
was broken up into eleven isolated 
fragments. 

The Japanese acquit Admiral Nebo- 
gatoff of cowardice in surrendering 
with four ships, seeing that he was sur- 
rounded by 27 of the enemy's vessels. 
Russians Demoralized. 
The lighting of the L'Sth presented 
few features of interest, is the opinion 
of tin.' Times correspondent. The scat- 
tered fragments of the defeated force 
were pursued here and there and de- 
stroyed with scientific thoroughness 
that resembled fatality. Nothing light- 
ened the gloom oi" Russia's disaster 
except Hie grand courage of her offi- 
cers and men. In several cases Isolat- 
ed vessels confronted by greatly super- 
ior force, fought until the sea closed 
. ver them. The captain and navigat- 
ing officer of the Nakhlmoff refused to 
allow themselves to be saved. They 
went down with their ship, and were 
subsequently found clasped in one an- 
other's arms. The Japanese, on their 
side, spared no effort to save life, and 
(rented their prisoners with the great- 
est kindness. 

As illustrating the ratio of casualties 
to escapes when a ship Is sunk by gun- 
fire in daylight, the case of the coast- 
defence ironclad Oushakoff is 'notice- 
able. She was sent to the bottom at 
about six o'clock on tin? evening of the 
L'Sth. after half-an-hour's I mg-range 
bombardment by the armoured cruis- 
ers Iwate and Idzumo, and, out of her 
complement of 422 men. only SO perish- 
ed; the rest were picked up by the Jap- 
anese ships. 

Another fact receives prominence 
from this incident — the terribly demor- 
alizing effects of such an ordeal. Tin.' 
men rescued from the sea were Im- 
mediately undressed, reclad in dry 
clothes, and given a small quantity of 
brandy. Rut many of them behaved 
like madmen. Some ran wildly hither 
and thither: some caught hold of the 
nearest objects and clung to them. The 
poor fellows were evidently reacting in 
imagination Incidents of the terrible 
experiences they bad .just undergone. 
In judging the nets of a naval com- 
manding officer, it should not be for- 
gotten that the human material at his 
disposal is liable to such demoraliza- 
tion. How many of Nebogatolf a men 
fell into a similar condition when, after 
a battle ordeal of 18 hour:-', they found 
themselves menaced with Instant de- 
struction Just as tlm heht of safety 
seemed Ui hare dawned?

Joint D. Rockefeller, in an unusual in- 
terview today — unusual, because Mr. 
Rockefeller has denied himself to the 
public and to reporters for many years. 

For years lie has almost sequestrated 
himself in his "fortress" at Forest Hill, 
through whoso gates no outsider has 
been nerniitted to enter. 

Today, however, he broke down Ins 
rule of reserve and talked freely to a re- 
porter on a vsriety of subjects. After 
making the remark already quoted, lie 
continued: 

"1 learned to cultivate the qualities of 
courage nnd patience when 1 was Hi 
years of age. My tiisl real test was 
when 1 was making out bills of lading 
for tlm canal and lake boats here in 
Cleveland. There was much to try one's 
patience there, and the first opportunity 
in my life lo lake a wrong course, to re- 
pel nil her than compel confidence from 
my nssoeint.es and employers. 

"Often a captain would want me to 
imt down the wrong figures. lie would 
assure me it would never he known, that 
it was the customary way of doing tilings 
nnd thai it was the rigid tiling for me lo 
do.

There is no spot in the pages of journalism where you get moro 
directly into the hearts and minds of the public than In those classi- 
fied advertisements typified as the "want columns." They become soon, 
of course, in journals which get very close to the people, tlie 
"want" pages. Here, to use Goodie's felicitous expression, you find 
yourself truly in "the thick of life" and you feel the full currents 
of business activities and human pleasures. 

I know nothing, really, that Is more distinctly human In the busy 
roll of printed dally records than these pages. 

Considering how numerous and various are the wants of all classes 
in our complex modern civilization, it Is quite natural and commend- 
able that publishers of papers .should extend the greatest hospitality 
lo tlie Insertion of the briefest or the largest want notice. To secure a 
whole page of notices nnd appeals of this sort Is to assert, or to sug- 
gest by Implication, that tlie journal having this feature is read by 
everybody. In other words, it is very near, as a matter of course, to 
the entire public in the particular territory where it circulates. Very 
much more is also accompllsheed by having the "want" page volumin- 
ous. It tells other advertisers that the journal so favored is a real 
vox populi — mat what is said in it Is seen and read all tlm. agh its 
especial Held. 

There is no kind of advertising so Interesting or that means so much. 

Many dailies in their "wants" classified group together along with 
the typical "want" notices advertisements that are "wants" only 
through this constructive courtesy. This often makes the department 
so set apart cover several pages. The truth Is that, while all adver- 
tising is the appeal for something wanted— customers or patronage — 
the typical "want' 'is some single temporary desire — or perhaps two 
or three together — that an answer or series of answers may at once 
and therefore wholly extinguish. Even if the same "want" of the 
same person occurs a year later, it is essentially ;i new and separate 
notice. All typical "wants" are not over a few lines in length and 
are distinguished by the fact that they are not often or long con- 
tinued. A few insertions at the most, and their brevity, are their 
distinguishing characteristics. 

Some of the "wants" — in foreign papers especially, and sometimes 
in our own — are grotesque enough lo go into a funny department. 

It is probably the help wanted or position wanted features of the 
classified notices that the most unusual and odd combination of desires 
appear. They are frequently conglomerated so homogeneously that 
their juxtaposition and extravagance at once arouse the very dullest 
sense of humor. 

Yet the writers of them speak in a solemn tone, and in the most 
serious way, of the almost impossible things which they expect to 
llnd compounded in one place or personality. 

There Is no end to the varieties and oddities in "want" advertising-. 
To illustrate how much we all want in this world — so much more in 
some Instances (In the largest number, in fact) — than we shall ever 
get: It was Ralph Emerson who once wittily said, when traveling one 
day In Boston, to a fellow passenger, that he "was going to Boston to 
hire an Angel to do housework at $2 a week." And how well that 
describes the futility of human expectations. 

There is another class of "wants" that, properly speaking, is of 
an interesting nature per so, without being grotesque at all, or only 
so la rare instances. I mean the "exchange wants." As everybody 
who has wares and chattels is apt to own several things he doesn't 
want, and wants a number of things lie is destitute of, the field for 
saying this in detail is very wide. In England for years and years tlie 
"exchange wants" have been a frequent feature of certain journals, 
while there are journals there, I believe — or there were — that make 
this kind of advertising their one function. They are periodicals in 
which that advertising Is "reading matter." 

Y'ou have a boat and want a gun, or a hive of bees and want a 
plough, or a lumber wagon and want a road wagon, and so forth over a 
long list. Books, furniture and even clothes, opera glasses, carpets, 
violins, pianos and everything conceivable are things for tills exploita- 
tion, and very readable pages they make. As others have just what is 
hero wanted, aind want what is here offered, the easiest possible bar- 
gains should be made possible through an "exchange want' 'page.

If 
it 'proves finally successful in this call- 
ing It will lead to like efforts in others. 
What is clearly apparent amidst the 
confusing polemics, is that the amount 
of leisure afforded to the wCylcing 
classes Is less Important than the ways 
in which they seek their recreation, 
and It would be a source of satisfaction

In Hie current issue of ibc Govern- 
ment Labor Gazette tin- Victoria cor- 
respondent has this to say: Employ- 
ment In the different branches of the 
building trades was active throughout 
the month.

Carpenters and 
joiners laid better employment than 
during the previous month, but build- 
ing operations were not as active as 
they usually are at this season.

Translations. 

Before the end of ten years, the 
missionary was able to make a trans- 
lation of the four Gospels into the Tu- 
kudh tongue, and also of the three 
Epistles general of John and portions 
of the prayer book. These transla- 
tions he took with him to England in 
the beginning of 1873 and they were 
printed by the English and Foreign 
Bible Society. The Tukudh is used 
by t he Indians who are accustomed to 
assemble at Fort Yukon and at Peel 
river, the Whole number of whom Is 
about S00. 

Mr. McDonald returned from Eng- 
land In May, 1873, having arrived there 
at the end of the preceding January. 
He reached Winnipeg on his way back 
before the end of May, and left in .June 
to continue his journey to his station in 
Peel River. His stay in England was 
too short to admit of the completion of 
Hie printing of his translations before 
Us departure, but they were completed 
in the course of tin; following summer, 
ami forwarded to Winnipeg, whence 
thev reached Fori Simpson, on Hie Mc- 
Kenzie. in the autumn of the following 
year. It was not uutil the next year. 
1875. two years from the time of the 
author's visit to England, that the books 
were received at Peol River. Since that 
time nearly all the young men and wo- 
men, and some others, have learned to 
read the Gospel in their own tongue. A 
hvmn book, composed of the translations 
of some of the most popular hymns. 
inunberiiiK over seventy, had also been 
printed very nicely. Since that visit t» 
England. Archdeacon McDonald has paid 
two visits to the Indians at Xiuklaknyct.

A decision of importance to odlcers 
of trades unions was recently delivered 
by Mr. Justice Teetzel, sitting In Os- 
goode Hull. The case arose out of the 
following facts: B., a contractor of 
Preston, undertook to do the brickwork 
of a certain house being built in Ber- 
lin for a resident there. The Eounda 
tion was laid by non-union labor, and 
by the regulations of the Bricklayers' 
and Masons' Union its members were 
bound under penalties not to lay 
union bricks on non-union founda- 
tions. R., the secretary of the union, 
came on the premises and Induced B.'s 
men to stop work, whereupon B. Insti- 
tuted proceedings in damages against 
R., and has now been awarded $50 
damages and costs. The case, which 
lias been pending for some time past, 
has now been decided along the rea- 
soning of the House of Lords In the 
recent Glamorgan Coal Company's 
case. The principal feature of interest 
in the case was the decision that 
malice is not a necessary element In 
the charge In order to make the union 
official liable, It being held that though 
lie may act In the best of good faith, 
he is not justified In interfering be- 
tween a contractor and the men in his 
employ.

•e is probably no more plctur- 
figure connected with the propa- 
of Christian knowledge 
throughout the far north of Canada 
than the venerable Robert McDonald, 
archdeacon of McKenzie river (church 
of England.) For the last eight years 
the newspapers have given accounts 
of the hardships encountered by the 
prospectors and miners operating In 
the Yukon territory in early days, or 
between 1890 and 1900; but the subject 
of this sketch has lived for the last 12 
years almost continuously north of the 
60th parallel, and for more than half 
that period within the Arctic Circle. 
Perhaps the greatest work achieved by 
this missionary, and undoubtedly the 
most tangible features of this labor is 
his translation of the whole of the 
Bible and prayer-book into the lan- 
guage of the Tukudh, the chief lan- 
guage of the northern McKenzle and 
Yukon river basins. When It is con- 
sidered that this language Is one of 
the hardest to master, (in fact, some 
people can never master it) the magni- 
tude of his work will be appreciated. 
An Early Story. 
One of the earliest travelers' tales 
of the Yukon is probably. "Travels 
and Adventure in the Territory of Al- 
aska." by Frederick Whymper, Lon- 
don. 1868. Mr. Whymper went up the 
Yukon In US6G-7. Speaking of Fort 
Yukon the author first states that on

The Eskimos. 

About 300 miles from the mouth of 
the Yukon are found the Eskimos, who 
live In caverns partly under ground, 
where they subsist principally on fish, 
which they catch in summer, and lay 
up in store for winter use. These 
Eskimos are different from those on 
the coast. They have a cowed ap- i | 
pearance. perhaps from the feuds which] , 
formerly obtained between them, and 
the Indians further up lite river. 
This tribe of Eskimos are now gener- 
ally Btvled by the miners as Mala- 
moote Indians. A I St. Michaels, the 
missionary saw some of the Eskimo 
tribes of the Arctic coast at the mouth 
of the McKenzle river. Although Ihey 
spoke a different dialect, the resem- 
blance was such that u person con- 
versant with the dialed spoken at the 
mouth of the McKenzle river, could 
easlv understand the Eskimos at Nor- 

ton Sound, which is at tlie mouth of 
the Yukon. The missionary, assisted 
by the officers of the trading company, 
wrote out some translations of hymns 
and prayers and taught them to a few 
of the Eskimos. Hut It was hardly to 
i he expected that they would retain 
what was taught them, and he has 
never seen them since. 

After spending nearly a month at 
St. Michaels, tin- archdeacon returned 
on the steam tug of Kohl & Co., and 
found the Indians as rejoiced as before 
to receive Divine instruction. At Fort 
Yukon he spent about eight years, and 
It was his custom to visit different

"I inn a Dutchman, and proud of the 
fact that my father and grand father be- 
fore me were born in South Africa; but 
•with all this I belong tu the [jrt-at firm of 
John Hull & Co., Unlimited. So 1 have 
come here to see how the Canadian 
branch of the partnership is progress- 
ting." 

These were the words of ('apt. 1'. C. 
fVnu Hlommesteiu Ham, member for 
Capetown in the legislative assembly of 
Cape Colony, anil one of the four Dutch 
members who support Dr. Jameson's ad- 
ministration. The Captain is only ;!o 
years of age, and as he fought on the 
Itritish side (luring the recent Boer war, 
his position in the public life of the dis- 
tant colony is a most interesting one. 
lie has very independent views on pub- 
lic questions, and expresses them witli 
a freedom thai is refreshing.

As military administrator 
of the Yukon, Major Walsh did good 
work with a small body of police in the 
late nineties. The task there was one re- 
quiring great firmness and preparedness 
for prompt action, for the men who 
swarmed into the new gold tields came 
from all the raining camps of the 'West- 
ern States. Among them were many 
desperadoes, and there was a general 
disposition to show ugliness on Cana- 
dian territory. It was by 3Uch men as 
these that the Hawaiian islands were 
seized for the United States, and the

It was the protector of life and 
property, the restrainer of the native 
wild spirits, and of the alien lawless 
ones that sought refuge and adventure 
in Canada's interior.

universal Mistress of Empire may speed- 
ily progress and expand. I.et us not say 
that her venerable greatness bus been 
vainly nfflieted; India is no longer a 
power; the empire of Persia has come 
to its end. Grant that our empire, like 
a lion suddenly awakened from sleep, 
.may spring, roaring into the arena of 
combat!" 
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onibia. But Walsh and tho men of the 
Mounted Police held the unruly spirits in 
check and maintained perfect order. 
Duties of the Police. 

The Northwest Mounted Police was

Ihey 
protected the game, and they prevented 
the starting of prairie tires. \ cry highly | j 
intelligent men, thoroughly trained to { ( 
their duties, their courage and resource- 
fulness unfailing, there is no constabu- 
lary in the world their superior. They 
h-ive maintained excellent: order in the 
West, which but for them would have 
been an asylum for outlaws from the 
slates to the south. 

Reducing the Force. 

At present the establishment of the 
force is fixed by law at one thousand 
•men Bui it is not up to that strength. 
It consists of about eight bundled men. 
of whom two hundred are in the Yukon. 
The new provinces will relieve the Do- 
minion government of tin 1 expense ol 
preserving order. So the police will be 
reduced by degrees, for a smaller force 
will suffice for the hinterland, to which 
it will dually be relegated. For a tune 
the aid of the police will be needed by 
the provinces to maintain internal order. 
It seems probable, however, that a Do- 
minion patrol will have to be maintain 
constantly on the border to prevent 
smugglim;. to keep a watch on the cattle- 
raiders and horse-thieves, who take their 
spoil on one side of [ho border an 1 
smuggle il to the other io be sold. It 
looks, too. as if the imaginary Hue -hat 
cuts across a ranching country to divide 
the provinces would require a picket 
service to shepherd the (locks of the one 
province from those of the other.

The 
I total distance would roughly be 1,000 
miles, to he traveled from a ba.se of 
supplies, and food would have to be 
carried sufficient to allow a party to 
reach the Pole and return. 

If a party could average ten miles 
a day the inarch could be accomplished 
In 100 days. 

In the three months of March, April 
and May the travel Is best, as the low 
temperature then congeals the opening 
lanes of waters, and at times a water 
lane that would be an obstacle to cross 
or gel around. If frozen and running 
in the right direction, would made a 
good road to travel. It was on such 
lanes that the Duke of Abruzzl, who 
holds the record north, made some of 
his best marches. 

In 100 days one man requires about 
300 no u lids of food, and a team of nioJ 
clogs 000 1I>h — a pound a day for each 
dog — a total of 1,200 pounds, not In- 
cluding: weight of sleeping bags, camp- 
ing equipment, arms, Instruments, etc.; 
and for travel over the rough ice, to 
prevent breaking, the sledges should 
not weigh, leaded, over GOO pounds. But 
ten rcnMes a dny has never been aver- 
aged, and food for a larger number of 
daya would have to be allowed for. 



tilde the sledge party would leave in an 
attempt to reach the pole. 

The ship ought to be equipped with 
telegraphy, so that her position 
would be telegraphed daily to Ihe sledge 
party, and also a time signal sent every 
noon, so that the sledge party could be 
sure of their longitude. No message 
could be received aboard the ship from 
those iii the- lield, as the transmitter is 
loo heavy to carry; but it would not be 
nceessa ry.

RATE OF GROWTH. 

Engineering. 

An interesting discussion of a report 
on "Wooden Bridges and Trestles" has 

1 n published in the duly bulletin of 

the American Railway Engineering and 
Mnintenancc-of-\Vay Association, no | 
some tests recently made in order to 
ascertain what effect closeness of grain 
has on Ihe strength of timber: or, in 
oilier words, how far the strength is in- 
fluenced by the number of annular rings 
per inch in the cross-section of the tree. 
The subject is an important one, inn 
'much as. if one tree has twice the num- 
ber of these rings per inch, that another 
tree of the sumo kind has. the former 
will lake twice as long us the latter lo 
grow to an equal size. Now if the 
quicker-grown timber is deficient in 
strength as compared with the slower 
grown, the use of the stronger timber is 
often necessary in spite of its additional 
cost. If. however, the strengths of the 
slow and the quick-growing woods are 
not very different, the former and 
cheaper may with advantage he em- 
ployed. There being little reliable infor- 
mation on the subject, the te.-ts we have 
referred to were made. The timber se- 
lected was of American growth, and of 
the kind generally used for bridge-floor 
stringers and tor similar purposes. This 
fact makes the tests not quite so valu- 
able in English engineers as they would 
be had the timber commonly employed 
in this country been tested. For all that, 
ihe results are interesting; and it i- to he 
that other experimenters may be

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A RECORD GERMAN LINER.

The launch, recently, by Her Imperial 
.Majesty the Kuiserin, of tho intermedi- 
ate liner Kuiserin Augusta Victoria,

strength. In small pieces carefully se- 
lected, the maximum .strength In cross- 
bending and in compression parallel to 
the fibre was found to correspond to a 
rate of growth represented by 21 rings 
per inch. In growths fust or than this, 
the strength decreased much more rapid- 
ly from the maximum than it did in 
sticks of slower growth. The results 
seem t'> show that, for the smaller sizes 
of timber used in framed structures, 
close-grained timber should he specified, 
and 10 rings or more per Inch should 
be required. With It! in. Ijy S in. tim- 
ber, however, the tests so fur made show 
that there is very little increase in
